CURRENT COMMENT. 


(Port Sanitation.) 


— , 
In the course of a paper read by 
Dr. E. W. Hope, Medical Officer 
of Health for the port of Liverpool, 
before the Coneress of the Royal 
Institute of Public: Health at 
Bordeaux this well-known authority 
on nort sanitation, says the Journal 
of Commerce spoke his mind very. 
plainly—it is to be hoped with’ 
telling alr neg the evits of its 
éffects on trade. Quarantine pro- 
cedure as practised ‘for core 
dies. hard, and he suggested “ 
periodical spring cleaniig‘of our 
quarantine regulation when we 
adapt, them to new ideas and new 
knowledge, and when we destroy 
the old completely.” He saw a 
tendency once more to increase 
the burden imposed upon come 
merce. by. quarantine. legislation, 
and urged that there should be a 
greater degree of uniformity in 
quarantine procedure the world 
over, and some international con- 
trol of the methods adopted by the 
various countries.. He referred to 
several important points of 
quarantine administration ; the’ re- 
gulations, he opined, should not be 
regerded as a source of revenue, 
bills of health appeared to him to 
be an almost unnecesssary legacy 
of the past, and ship fumigation 
for rat destruction, as practised in 
various parts of the world, could 
only be described asa farce. < 
wl :

Dr. Harozny, who, with 
financial. help of. the Czecho- 
Slovakian ‘Government, has suc~ 
ceeded in reading‘and publishing 
hundreds. of. clay. tablets written
